SEATS  NEEDED 
Universe  Editor; 

Reference  was  made  in  a re- 
cent Universe  that  the  Cougar 
Band  uses  basketball  seats  as 
one  of  our  levers  in  recruiling 
band  members:  and.  in  all  lion- 
esty.  I must  admit  we  do.  But 
before  anyone  thinks  that  we  are 
running  a countr>-  club  organiza- 
tion. they  should  know  a few 
facts. 

1.  In  order  to  qualify  for  a 
basketball  seat  with  (he  band, 
you  must  be  a member  of  that 
year’s  marching  band— no  new 
members  are  admitted  after  foot- 
ball season  or  the  semester  break. 

2.  After  you  have  made  the 
Marching  Band  you  must  be  will- 
ing to  come  to  school,  at  your  ex- 
pense. a week  and  a half  early. 
Then  be  willing  to  practise  and 
l^ay  up  to  six  hours  daily  with 
the  possibility  that  you  might  be 
cut. 

3.  .After  you  have  made  the 
band  and  school  begins,  you  must 
be  willing  lo  practice  outside  up 
to  two  hours  ^ily  in  all  sorts  of 
weather. 

4.  You  have  to  he  able  to  learn 
and  perform  eight  half-time  shows 
in  nine  weeks,  plus  additional 
pregame  and  postgame  shows. 

5.  You  have  to  memorize  the 
music  to  these  shows  within  three 
doN's.  music  that  most  bands 
wouldn’t  attempt,  much  less  read 
on  the  held. 

6.  You  have  to  be  subject  to 
two  demanding  and  exacting  dir- 
ectors plus  a hard-nosed  drum 
major,  and  when  they  wear  down, 
you  have  lo  deal  with  twenty- 
four  squad  leaders  with  three  or 
m >re  years  experience  in  the 
band. 

7.  You  must  be  wilhng  to  cut 
short  your  Thanksgiving  v’acation 
and  appear  KW  per  cent  as  an 
organization  at  home  football 
games. 

.Additional  reference  was  made 
that  most  University  bands  cut 
down  their  size  for  basketball 


games.  Tlie  rea.son  for  this  te  that 
these  “pep  bands’’  are  generally 
small  segments  out  of  the  symp- 
honic or  concert  band  and  direc- 
tors regard  such  bands  as  a nec- 
essary evil  that  distracts  from 
their  concert  schedule.  Here  at 
BYU  we  are  most  fortunate  that 
we  have  two  distinct  and  separate 
band  organizations  that  can  ser- 
ve most  effectively  the  muhi-type 
functions  that  a band  is  requir^ 
to  do. 

Personally.  I love  lo  work  with 
the  marching  band.

Proposal 

Rejected 

SALISUBRY  (UPI)-Rhodesia  re- 
jected Monday  night  British  terms 
for  a settlement  of  the  15-month- 
old  Rhodesian  independence  crisis. 
Premier  Ian  Smith  told  his  cheer- 
ing countrymen,  “we  fight  on.” 

SMITH'S  REPLY 
Smith  gave  his  reply  almost  eight 
hours  after  the  noon  deadline  Bri- 
tain had  set  up  for  acceptance  or 
rejection  of  the  “Working  Docu- 
ment” that  emerged  from  SmitH’s 
Gilbraltar  summit  meeting  with 
British  Prime  Minister  Harold  Wil- 
son. 

The  defiant  “no”  meant  that  Bri- 
tain would  now  seek  worldwide 
economic  sanctions  against  the 
white-ruled  African  colony  in  the 
United  Nations. 

Surrounded  by  his  cabinet  and 
hundreds  of  cheering  spectators 
outside  his  Salisbury  office.  Smith 
said  it  would  be  “extremely  fool- 
ish’’ to  accept  Britain’s  terms  for 
solving  the  crisis. 

THE  DEMANDS 

Approved  Sunday  by  the  British 
cabinet,  the  demands  included:— 
Control  of  the  Rhodesian  armed 
forces  and  police  by  a “Governor,” 
presumably  Loyalist  Gov.  Sir 
Humphrey  Gibbs  who  is  not  recog- 
nized by  Smith’s  secessionist  re- 
gime. 

—Ministers  to  be  appointed  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Governor. 

—Formation  of  an  interim  gov- 
ernment to  include  five  ministers 
from  outside  Smith’s  ruling  Rhod- 
esia Front  party  which  now  holds 
all  50  “white”  seats  in  Parliament. 

—The  interim  government  would 
have  two  African  members. 

—The  governor  would  dissolve 
Parliament  and  have  legislative 
powers. 

WORKING  DOCUMENT 

Smith’s  cabinet,  known  to  include 
rightwingers  who  even  objected  to 
his  meeting  with  Wilson  last  week- 
end, began  discussing  the  “Work- 
ing Document”  early  Monday. 

They  asked,  and  received  from 
London,  permission  to  deliberate 
past  the  noon  deadline.  Eight 
hours  later,  Smith  announced  bis 
decision. 

Smith  began  reading  his  state- 
ment in  a somber  mood  but  by  the 
time  he  finished  his  20-mlnute  talk 
he  was  laughing  and  joking  with 
other  government  officials. 


Faith  In  LBJ  At  Record  Low 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)-A  Nation 
wide  poll  reported  Monday  that 
public  confidence  in  President 
Johnson  has  slipped  to  an  all-time 
low. 

The  finding  by  the  Louis  Harris 
poll,  copyrighted  by  the  Washing- 
ton Post,  contrasted  with  a Gallup 
Poll  published  Sunday,  which  said 
Johnson’s  Asian  trip  helped  boost 
his  administration’s  popularity  from 
its  record  low  in  October. 

The  Harris  Poll  reported  that  43 
per  cent  of  the  population  af^roved 
of  the  way  the  President  was  hand- 
ling his  job.  In  a breakdown,  it 
said  that  42  per  cent  approved  of 
the  way  the  President  has  handled 
the  Viet  Nam  war,  41  per  cent  ap-

BERLIN  (UPI)— East  German 
Communists  were  accused  Monday 
night  of  blocking  a Christmas  wall 
pass  agreement  and  of  confiscating 
holiday  packages  and  sending  them 
to  North  Viet  Nam. 

Acting  West  Berlin  mayor  Hein- 
rich Albertz  broke  the  bad  news 
that  West  Berliners  this  year  prob- 
ably will  be  barred  by  the  Com- 
munists from  making  holiday  visits 
to  their  East  Berlin  relations. 

The  Ea.st  Germans  were  said  to 
be  confiscating  packages  for  trivial 
reasons.  For  example,  they  insist- 
ed packages  be  addressed  to  a 
specific  person,  such  as  “Frau 
Anna  Hahn,”  istead  of  the  Hahn 
family.”

MOSCOW  (UPI)— The  Kremiln 
was  seen  Monday  in  the  midst  of 
an  unprecedented  campaign  to  stir 
up  the  emotions  of  the  Russian 
people  against  Communist  China. 

The  Soviet  press,  television  and 
party  machinery  has  been  enlisted 
in  a massive  propaganda  effort  to 
portray  Red  China  as  the  enemy 
of  Russia.  Only  cartoons  are  not 
being  used  since  this  could  lead 
to  charges  of  racism,  an  accusation 
the  Kremlin  often  levels  at  Peking. 

ANTI-CHINA 

Diplomats  believe  the  campaign 
is  connected  with  the  Soviet  Uni- 
on’s call  for  a world  Communist 
summit  meeting  presumably  to  is- 
olate China  from  the  Communist 
movement.  They  believe  the  Kre- 
mlin is  determined  to  use  any 
means  available  to  discredit  Red 
China.
